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PREFACE. 



It has been my intentioii to refer, in the following 
pages, to eTer; paaaage of an; importance under the word 
that beet expieseeB its sabjeo^ whether tlut word ie in the 
text or not, and in caaes of doabt as to what word a pas- 
sage would be looked for under, I have entered it onder 
two or more. Bat, that significant expressioaB ma; be 
found readilj, I We also indexed under their most 
prominent word all that seemed to me to be sach. To 
have indexed all expressions under their principal word^ 
wonid have been to make a pbrase-concord&nce, which 
we already bare, and would defeat the aim of ibis book by 
overloading it and wearying the atndent with references 
to a mass of naimportant allaBions. Here the qnesHon of 
judgment necessarily comes in, and I may bare omitted 
some references that a better editor would deem as sig- 
nificant as many that are included. I trust, however, 
tiiat references to passages of importance nnder each topio 
will not be foond wanting. 

In order to make the book a convenient manual, and 
indnde information that a student of Shakspere needs 
but would otherwise only find scattered thiongh a great 
number of books, I have given short, outline histories of 
the plays, and sketches of the principal chaiaoteis, with 
brief extracts from the ablest critics. In the case of his- 
torioal characters and events, I have given dates and 
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statemeats of the facte ae found in history. The expla- 
nations of alltiBioDS, of aDOSDal worda and phrases, and 
of words need in obsolete or pecnliar senses, will be Tala- 
able, I believe, to the yoanger class of readers. Under 
some general heads — as "Bible," "Diseases," "Law," 
"Omens," and "Proverbs" — I have gronped bother 
leferances that will enable Btndents to oonsolt as a whole 
Shakspere's ezpreseioDB and allusions to the soiences of 
law and medicine, to the Bible, and to the folk-lore of 
hia time as expressed in proverbs and popular snpersti- 
taons. Under "Order and Dates of the Plays," and 
"Sources," I have repeated information that is given 
in the various histories of the plays, so as to place it in 
convenient form for comparison. 

It may at first sight seem unnecessary to add another 
to the multitude of books on Sbakepere's works, and aids 
to the study of them. But I tlduk it will be found 
that no other of the same character — none that is prop- 
erly an index, aa distinguished from a concordance — 
has been published. One prepared by Francis Twiss, in 
two volumes (London, 1805), involved a vast amount of 
labor, bnt was rendered almost useless by over-condensa- 
tion. It was essentially a (Concordance, as its full title 
shows: "A Complete Yerbsl Index to the Flays of 
Shakspere ; adapted to all editions. Comprehending 
every subetantive, ^jective, verb, participle, and adverb 
nsed by Shakspere." With the exception of about two 
hundred copies, the entire impression was destroyed by 
fire, and the book is now bo rare that a copy has been 
sold for over seven pounds. Samuel Ayscough's Index 
(London, 1790) was made for a special edition of the 
plays. Though long since out of print, it is not very 
rare ; bat this also is simply a concordance. Mrs. Cow- 
den Clarke's elaborate and exhaustive concordance (Lon- 
don, 1846) is well known ; bnt it is rather costly, and

tbongh admirable for all that it profeBses to be, U not ao 
iodex to aoytbiog bat words. DaTeoport Adams's con- 
cordimoe (London, 1885) is less bolkythan Mrs. Clarke's, 
bat still clings closely to the purely verbal plan. Other 
books give qaotations b; topics — ^notably John Bartlett's 
excellent "Shakspeare Phrase -Book" (Boston, 1882) — 
and some editions of the works give histories and sketchef 
of the plays ; bnt the combination of information hen 
presented is new, and I have aimed to inclade those pointr 
which the reader wonld most desire to hare in compac 
and oonrenient form for reference.

reason it was not published, by Edward Blount, publisher of the first 
Wio. It followB Plutarch's " Life of Antony " closely, beginning 
in the year 40 b. c, when Fulvia died, and oovering a period of 
about ten yeais. The scenes are laid in Alexandria, Rome, Mise- 
num, Athena, near Aotinni, Meesioo, and on a plain in Syria. White 
eiUs this, poetically, the most splendid creation of Shakspere's 
genins, tm <f>inion in which he follows Coleridge, who says : 

" Of all ffltakapere'g historical plays. Antony and Citopaira Is by 
far the most wonderfuL There is not one in which he has followed 
historr so minutely, and yet there are few in which be impresses the 
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notion of angelic strength bo much, perhaps none in which ho im- 
presses it more stron^If. This is greatly owing to the manner in 
which the fiery force ib sustained throa^out, and to the numerous

Aathoraliip. FoUowing is a summary of the plays tliat are 
generally supposed to have been written in part by other hands than 
Shakspere's: 

Titut Andronieut is thought bj moet critics to have been the 
work ot an earlier dramatist and merely touched up by Shakspere, 
though some suppose it to be mainly his own work, and attribute its 
inferiority to the fact of its being bis earliest play. 

The three parts of King Henry VI., which are recasts of two 
older plays, show other hands than Sbakspere's. The general opin- 
ioa seems to be that Marlowe, Greene, Peete, and possibly Shakspere 
wrote the old plays, and that they were revised by Shakspere, with 
possibly the help of Uartowe. 

King Richard HI, is referred in part to Harlowe by some critics ; 
others suppose that the passages ascribed to Marlowe were written 
by Shakspere under the influence of Harlowe, his probable collabo- 
lator on King Henry VI. 

A large part of Henry YIII. is judged to be by Fletcher, viz., 
oef v,ae«n««^and^,- the first two scenes of iMf it.; all of the third 
act except the second scene to the exit of the king; and all the re- 
mainder except the first scene of act v. 

The flist and second acts of FericUg, and the second, fifth, and 
tixth scenes of the fourth act, and the choruses, are attributed tc 
SDOie other author or authors. 

Shakspere's part in Taming of the Shreu is limited by some 
orfticB to those parts in which Petruchio, Eatherine, and Clnimio 
appear prominently. 
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Parts of the iritch-scenes in Macbeth have been oonjectured to 
be the work of Tbonuts Middleton, author of the play " The Witoh," 
who is supposed to have assisted in preparing JVacbetK for the stage. 

Others have seen traces of other hands in small portions of the 
Comedy of Errorg, Mveh Ado about yothing, the part of Hymen in 
A» You Like II, Romeo otuI Juliel, and Timon of Athens; and the 
passage at the end of act ii't. in Measure for Measure, the song be- 
ginning act iv., and the fool's rhymes at the end of Sing Lear, Hi, 
1, are supposed to be interpolations. 

Many plays hare been ascribed to Shakspere that ace not In- 
cluded in the ordinary editions of his works. Of these The Two 
Noble Kinsmen has the greatest weight of opinion in its faTonr, It 
purports to lie the work of Fletcher and Shakspere, A part of the 
first and all of the second act of Edward III. have been attributed 
to him, and he is also supposed by some to have had a hand in Th* 
Yorkshire Tragedy. Other plays that have been thought to bear 
traces of his hand are Arden of Eeveraham, The Birth of Merlin, 
Pair Emm, George a Oreefo, 'Larttm for London, The Merry Devil 
of Edmonton, Mueedorus, and Warning for Fair Women,

But, at the same time, this hour of misfortune 
tests them [Benedick and Beatrice], accustomed as they are only to 
jest and rafllerj, by a heavy trial, m the sustaining of which we are 
convinced that these gifted natures are not devoid of that seriousnen 
of life which regards no earnest situation with frivolity."

In a meagre form, either Shakspere's first draft of the play, or an 
nnauthoiized version made up from parts supplied to acton, prob»< 
Uy tha former. In its enlai^ed form it appeared in 1604, and !■ 
two or three later editions before the folio of 163S was published. 
The first appearance of the story of Hamlet, so far as is known, was 
in the " Hlstoria Danica " of Sazo Granunaticns, a Danish historian, 
who wrote It aliout 1204. A version of the story in Italian by Ban- 
dello was translated into French by Belleforest, from which It waa 
rendered into English, though no earlier edition of the English trans- 
lation la known than one ol 160S. Besides these there was an older 
play in English on the subject, which has not come down to us. In 
the " Hystorie of Hamblet " the time is placed before the introduc- 
tion of Christianity into Denmark, and in fact before Christ Shak- 
spere leaves the time indefinite, though thevharaoteraara Christians. 
The period of action seems to be but a few months. None of th« 
plajB has excited more interest or more study and criticism. Thers 
is an opinion that the main characters were intended for portrait! 
more or less exact of personages of Shakspere's own time, Hamlet 
himself being referred to Sir Philip Sidney.

1, The rebellion of the Percys and their 
party embittered his reign, and the wildness of his eldest son was a 
continual grief to him — evils which he believed sent on him in pun- 
ishment of bis usurpation and in fulfilment of the curse of Richard 
II. He intended to go on a crusade, but was prevented by the re- 
bellion. A prophecy had told him he was to die in Jerusalem — a 
prophecy he understood when he found that the chamber where he 
was taken with his last illness was called the Jerusalem Chamber, 
after a fashion of naming the rooms of inns. Henry IV. is brave 
and wise in action, but at times morbid, distrustful, and suspicious; 
prompt and noble at decisive moments, he frets away his leisure with 
remorse and apprehension. 
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BooJT' T., called Henij of Moamoulh and FrinM Hal, son of 
Heniy IV., born at Monmoutli in 1388, reigned from 1413 to 14^ 
He ia a character in the tvo parts of Henry lY., as well as in Uw 
plaf that beats bis name. His dissoluteness ts spoken of in Richard 
JL, V, S, where he is mentioned as a jioung man, though in reality 
onlf eleven jears of age at that time. In I. Henry IV. he is in- 
trodaced in 1.

After his power, thus displayed against France, has risen even 
to the doflance of the Pope and the Church, and to the inconsiderate 
design upon the life of a child whose temper was not to be feared, 
and had not even tiocn tried by him, it sinks down, struck by con- 
science, by curses, and by prophecies, by dangers without and with- 
in ; he becomes anxious, mistrustful, superstitions, fearful to absolute 
weakness and to a degree of faint-heartedness, in which he sells hia 
country as cheap as once, in his self-confidence, he had held it dxai 
and defended it boldly."

The first castle, which 
was destroyed in the eleventh century in the wars between Edmund 
Ironside and Canute the Dane, is supposed by some antiquaries to 
have been founded in the time of Kenelph, a King of Hercio, and to 
have taken its name from him. The present castle was built bj 
Oooffrey de Clinton in the reign of Ilenry I. It belonged success- 
ively to many ot the greatest subjects of the Kings of England-In- 
cluding Simon de Montfort,John of Gaunt, and Dudley, Earl of Lei- 
cester — and several times reverted to the crown. John of Gaunt 
mode many additions to the castle, which are Btill known as Lan- 
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gaiter's Buildings, and the celebrated Earl of Leicester, Elizabeth's 
faTorite, many more, called Leicester's Buildings. Cromwell's sol- 
diers pltmdered the castle and left it in ruins. Some parts have 
since been repaired, and excavations have revealed underground 
i^iartments and passages long hidden. During the Wars of the 
KoBM the castle was sometimes in the possession of one part]', some- 
timee in that of the other, Henry Tl. retired to it in some times of 
adversity, as in the text.

These two pla;s 
may be regarded as essentially one. The first part was written in 
169e-'g7, the second in 1697-'9a. The first part was published in 
IGOB, the second in 1600. The sources from which it was in part 
drawn were the " Chronicles " of Holinshed and an older play, " The 
FamoQS Yictories of Henry the Fifth, containing the Honourable 
Battell of Agincourt" From the play were gathered the hints for 
the wild pranks of the prince and his low companions. Among them 
was one Sir John Oldcastle, the name borne by FalstaS in the first 
editions of Shakspere's play, though he has little to say or do in the 
(^ drama, ^ee Oldcastle.) The period of action of Port I. ex- 
tends from the battle of Holmedon Hill, September 14, 1403, to the 
battle of Shrewsbury, July SI, 1408. Part II. extends from that 
time to the death of Henry 17. in 1418. These two plays, with Bm- 
ty v., which is a continuation of them, are the finest of the English 
historical playa See Hbnbt IV. 

" None of Shakspere's ^ys are more read than the First and 
Second Parts of Henry the Fourth. Perhaps no author baa ever, in 

two plays, aflorded so much delight. The great events are interest- 
ing, tor the fate of kingdoms depends on ihem ; the slighter occur- 
rences arc diverting, and, except one or two, sufflciently probable;

Xing Hanrj' Uia Fifth, which, as promised in the epilogue to 
ttie second part lA Henry IV., continaes the st^iry, was probably 
irritten in 1598 or 1699 ; the prologue or chorus to Act v. has a refer- 
ence to the absence of Essex in Ireland, the time of which was be- 
tween March and September, 1599. There is also a reference to 
"this wooden 0," the Globe Theatre, built in 1589. An unauthoi^ 
Ized and imperfect edition was published in 1600, and the full text 
in 1628. For the soorce drawn upon, see Enra Behkt IV, The 
time of action la from 1414 to 1430. See Henrt V. Dowden says; 

" la this play Shakspere bade farewell in trumpet tones to tlie 
history of England. It was a flttin? climax to the great series of 
works which told of the sorrow and the glory of his country, embody- 
ing as it did the pui«et patriotism of the days of Elizabeth." 

King Mmrj tlM Sixth. The three plays that bear this name 
veie produced early in Shakspere's career, the first from 1690 to 
ISftS, the second and third from 1592 to 1594, probably. 

The first part is held to he mostly from other hands than Shak- 
qiere*!, an old play, perhaps, by Marlowe, with the assistance of 
Greene or Peele, touched up by Shakspere, to whom are attributed 
the foorth scene of Act ii., and that between Margaret and Suffolk, 
V. S. The time of action {g 1432 to 1444. The facU are drawn from 
Holinshed, The second and third parts are rewritten from two 
older plays; "The First Part of the Ckintention betwixt ttte Two 
Famous Houses of York and Lancaster," etc., and " The True Trage- 
die of Bichard Duke of York and the Death of Qood King Henrie 
the Sizt" Critics differ about these plays ; some holding that Shak- 
spere had a hand in them, others that they were written by Qreene, 
Uartowe, aod Peele, one or more of them ; and some attributing the 
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tsaMn nrlsfoD to Sbakspere, others supposing that Uarlove KssistAd 
him. The period of action ol the second part is 1445 to 1465; that 
of the third part, 1435 to 1471. The events connected with Dame 
Eleanor in the second part reallf look place some feare before the 
opening of the plaj. With this exception the events generally fol* 
low in historical order. 

King Banry tbe EigbUi was first puUished in the folio of 
1623. It is supposed to have been written in 1613 or 161S, last of 
all the plafs, after Shakapere had left the theatre. It b mentioned 
under tbe present title, and also under that of " All is True," as hav- 
ing been on the stage the night the Globe Theatre was bnmed, Jnne 
96, 1613, tlie fire having been caused bj the discharge of some cham- 
ben during the plaj. Sir Hemy Wotton speaks of it in this connec- 
tion as a new play. The material is taken from the " Chronicles " of 
Holinshed and Stowe, and from Foxe's " Acts and Monuments of 
the Church." Some critics think tfaej find evidence that Fletcher 
bad a hand in the writing of the play. The action covers the period 
from 1531 to 1533, Some of the events are moved from their actual 
sequence in the history, as the death of Katherine, which took place 
m 1536. The prologue and epilogue are generally believed to be 
the work of another hand. See Henrt VIIL 

King John, the earliest of the historic dramas as to the period 
of action, was written probably hixr t^an Richard II., RieKard HI., 
taAnenryVl. The date assigned for the writing is 1595. Thefirat 
known drama founded on the reign of John is " The Pageant of 
Eynge Johan," by Bishop Bale, supposed to have been written in 
the reign of Edward VI. It has a distinct religious purpose, bemg 
full of ferocious anti-popish bigotry, and it introduces among real 
historical characters allegorical figures, such as Treason, Verity, 
England, Sedition, after the fashion of the old moralities. This 
play was succeeded by " The Troublesome Reign of King John," 
published in 1501 and by a few critics supposed to be from Shak- 
spere's hand. Upon it the present play is founded. King John fol- 
lows the truth of history less closely than the other English histori- 
cal plays: the king's unpopularity and troubles ore made to result 
from his treatment of Arthur ; Constance is represented as a widow 
and living at tbe time Arthur fell into tbe hands of John {see Con- 
BTAHCe); and the Archduke of Austria and the Viscount of Lymo- 
ges are united in the same person (see Auetku) ; the im^iscmment 
and death of Arthur are represented as taking place in ^igland in- 
stead of France ; the quarrel between John and the Pope is ant*- 
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dated b; sareTal years. Most at tliese deputuree from fact were in 
the older play. See JoHir, 

King Lear, one of the greatest of the tragedies, was first pub- 
lished in 1608, three editions having appeared in that year. The 
evidence points to the year 1605 be the date of writing. The story 
of Lear was first told, so far as is known, by QeoSrey of Uonmonth, 
who wrote a history of Britain in the twelfth century. Holinshed. 
also tells it, and there was an older play on the subject which was 
published in 1SS4 The sbiry ia also told in Higgins'a " Mirror for 
Uagistrates " and Spenser's " Faerie Queene." The part of Qloucee- 
ter and his sons Shakspere found in Sidney's "Arcadia," "The 
Paphlagonian Unkind King." The time of action is about 800 b. o, 
the date given by Geoffrey of Monmouth. See Leak.

King BJchard the Second, second of the historical plays as to 
the period of action, was writton before King John, and perhaps 
earlier than any other of the histories except I, Henry VI. — that in, 
in 1SQ8 or 15M. The play was first published in 1S9T, a second edi< 
tion appeared in 1598, and in 1608 a third, with the following added 
to the title: "With new additions of the Pnrliameiit scitane and the 
deposing of King Richard." The additions were in ic. /, one hun- 
dred and sixty-four lines. There is evidence that they were origi- 
nally in the play ; and they were presumahly omitted in deference to 
Elizabeth, who was sensitive on the subject of the deposition of sot- 
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ereignfc There were two other pUjB on the sune subject, bnt the 
■ouioe from which Shakspere drew was Holinshed's "Chronicles." 
There tre some few departures from fact in the plaj, moBtl; in the 
■ge of the characters. The queen, for inatuice, was but nine jeare 
old at tbe time of Bolingbroke's banishment <1S98) ; John of Qaonb 
q>okea of repeatedly as a verjr old nuui, was fifty-eight ; Prince Hen-

King Blchard th« Thiid, the best known and most poptil*i 
of the histories, was first published in ISft7, and is held to have 
been written about lS93-tNI, directly after Etnry VI. In the opin- 
ion of some critics, Uarlowe had a hand in its production. The 
loots were drawn from the "Chronicles" of Holinshed and HalL 
There were two older plays on the subject, one in Bnglisb, " The 
Tnie Tragedie of Richard the Third," and one in Latin by Thomas 
Legge, " Richardus Tertius ; " but Shakspere took nothing from 
tbem. The play takes up English history where ///. Eaay VI. 
leaves it, after the battle of Tewksbury in 1471, and brings it to that 
of Boswortb and the fall of Richard in 1485. Although far from 
being one of Shakspere's best plays, Riehard tlJ. has always been 
popular, especiallj on the stage — where, however, Coltey Gibber's 
version has usually been given — from the singular and intense char- 
acter of the king and the rapid action of the plot By the EngUdi 
of Elizabeth's time it was especially liked, because it brought in the 
flist Tudor king as the saviour of his country. See Richakd IIL

Uocbetli is a drama sometimes placed flrat among the Ustoriea; 
bnt usually with the tragedies. It was included in the folio of 1638; 
the earliest known allusion to it was made in 1610 ; and the dBt« of 
writing is placed between 10O4 and 1610. The story is given munlj 
as it apppftrs in Ilolinshed's "Chronicles." The circumstanoes of 
the assassination are found in Uolinshed's aocount of the murdei "■ 
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ffing Duff bf Donwald cmd his wife in their castla at Foree. The 
tune of the historical action is from 1039 to 1057; but Sbakspere 
has crowded the events tagethei* for dramatic effect. Manj castles 
are deeigoated as the one in which Macbeth killed Duncan. Olamia 
Castle, five miles from Forfar, is one ; Cawdor Caatle, six miles from 
Nairn, is another; Fores Castle a third, and Macbeth's castle at In- 
venien a fourth. In Macbeth's time there were do castles of stone 
and mortar; timber and sods were the materials used. A castle 
built of these materials stood on an eminence southeast of Inver- 
DasB. This was razed bj Malcolm Canmore, son of Duncan, and 
a new one was built on another part of the bilL It was this castle 
that Dr. Johnson visited in 1TT3, supposing it to be the identical 
Otttle in which Duncan was mardered. 

"While in 'Romeo and Juliet 'and in 'Hamlet' we feel that 
Shakspere now began and now left off, and refined upon or brooded 
over Eis thoug-hts. Macbeth seems as if struck out at a heat, and 
imagined from llrst to last with unabated fervour. It is like a 
■ketch b;a great master in which everything is executed with rapid' 
ity and power, and a subtlety of workmansBp wiiicb lias become in* 
etmetive." — Dow dbh. 

Hacbeth, King of Scotland, b introduced in i, 3 of the play, in 
fike scene on the witches' heath; murders Duncan, tV. 1, and is 
made Idng; causes Banquo to be murdered. Hi. 1; and Macduff's 
family, iv. 1, t ; meets the English army at Dunsinane, Aet v., and 
is slain by Macduff, v. 8. As a matter of fact, he was not killed at 
Dunsinane, but at Lumphanan two years later, in 1067. Be is de- 
scribed by his wife in the fifth scene of the first act ; his ambition 
has to contend with conscientious scruples ; " What thou wouldst 
highly, that wouldst thou holily;" he ia"too full of the milk of 
human kindness to catch the nearest way." These in the beginniug 
are very nearly balanced ; he dwells on the prophecy and the means 
bj which he might realize it ; on the other hand, he dwells on Dun- 
can's character and the honours ho had received from him. The 
scale inclines to the side of right, when his wife's influence is again 
eserUd, and Duncan's death is resolved upon. Struggling with re- 
morse of conscience, he confuses it, as Coleridge says, with the feel- 
ing of insecurity, and plunges into more crime in order to make 
himself safe in the results of the first But bis is not a character to 
be contented or happy in infamy ; his conscience and his imagina- 
tion work upon him till be is as if driven on by an irresistible fete, 
having "stepped so far In blood that returning were as tedious as 
going over." So possessed b be with despair, that the news of 
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bii wife'a death onlf diawi from him the philomphy ol hopeless 

" And aU onr jeeterdayB have lighted fools 
The w&j to diutj death." 

" Although it ia difBcult to separate the Macbeth of history from 
the Macbeth of Shokspere and tradition, he appear to have ruled 
Scotland well, and to have beaeflted the church in no small dfigree,"

Notwithstanding 
the repellent story and the disgusting nature of most of the humour, 
this is In many respects a very noble play — in the general tone of 
thought in the serious scenes, tbe strength and purity of Isabella's 
duunoter, the subtlety with which Angelo's la drawn, and the beantj 
of single passages. The scene is laid in Vienna, at about the year 
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1485, tlie dttte being fixed hy the allusion to CorriQus, King of Hun- 
gttrj, in i. t, who in tliat jear took Vienna. Cintluo lajB the eoene 
in Innspmck; Wlietstone in Julio, Hungary.

It was told by Qlovanni 
Fiorentino in 13T8 in a collection of tales, " II Pecorone," the dr- 
inuiistauceB very much resembling those of the play ; in the " On^ 
tor," by Alexander SUvajn, translated into English in 1098, and in 
■ome old ballads, "The Northern Lord" and " Qemutna, the Jew oi 
Venice." The story of the three caskets is in the Greek romanoe of 
" Rarlaam and Joeephat," about 800; luid was again told in the 
" Qeeta Romanorum," translated in 1077, where the story is entitled 
" Ancelmus the Eniperour." The time of action is Shakspere's own 
day ; the scene, Venice and Portia's house at Belmont, somewhere 
on the Continent, prob^ly. The mune Belmont is the same nsed in 
the story from " II Pecorone."

Ktnnso and Juliet was flrst pnbli^ed in 1BB7, hut the Tersion 
then printed is supposed to tiave been rewritten from an eariier one^ 
dating as tar back as ICS&I. The story is very old. Some of the 
chief incidents appeared in a Greek romaiioe by Xenophon of Bphe- 
eus. It was flrst toid in Italian bj Luigi da Porto, of Vinoenza, who 
died in 1529. His novel was published sis years after his death. It 
was told again by Bandello, in 1654, and from him translated into 
French bj Boistean. William Paynter truudated the French ver- 
sion into English for his " Palace of Pleemire," 1667. But the story 
had previously appeared In English verse by Arthur Brooke, 1B63. 
Shakapere no doubt used both Paynter and Brooke in his play, but 
it bears a oloeer reeemblanoe to Brooke's poem, which has consider- 
able merit, than to the other. But Brooke speaks in his preface of 
having seen the story on the stage not long before; ao that there 
was an English or perhaps I«tin play to which Sbakspere and he 
may both have been indebted. Tiie time Is early in the fourteenth 
century ; at least the ocourrenoe on which it ia founded is referred 
to the year 1808, and the events of the play occupy but a few days.

A martyr he oer- 
taiolf is not, but we must allow extenuating circumstances in his 
tavor, . , . But who made him a usnrcrl . , . We know do other 
answer to this question but that the Christians have made Shf lock 
what he is. Wo do not mean to ear that Shak'pere intended to hint 
at anything of the kind,although the tcmotatjon to draw such infer- 
ences lies nearer in this play than elsewhere fn Shakspere. Whether 
the poet intended it or not, Shvlock, in his bands, has become the 
repreaentatiTc of Judaism in its lowest degradation, and this degrada- 
tion has undeniably been caused by centuries of political and social 
bondage."

" The words of Heres " F" bis sugared sonnets among his prirate 
friends"] "and the insignificant results of Jaggard's efforts" [to 
make a collection of Shakspere's poeme, in whicn he was able t« m- 
clnde onl; two of the sonnets], "lead to the inference that these 
strange poems were an a&«mblage of separate oontnbutions made 
by tbeir writer to the albums of bis friends, no two of the latter 
being taToured with identical compositions. There was no tradition 
adven» to a belief in their fraRmentary character in the generation 
immediftfetf tollowiug the author's death, as may be gathered from 
the amngement found in Benson's edition of 1640; and this oon- 
olndei the liitle real evidenoe on the subject that has descended to 
us. It was reserved for the students of the present century, wlio 
have ascertained so much respecting Sbakspere that was unsuspected 
Yfj his own friends and contemporariee, to discover that his inner- 
most earnest thoughts, his mental conflicts, and so on, are revealed 
in what would then be the most powerful lyrics yti given to the 
world. But the victim of spiritual emotions that involve crimina- 
tory reflections, docs not uBuallv protrude (hem voluntarily on the 
consideration of society; and, if the personal theory be accepted, we 
must concede the poeeiDiIity of our national dramatist gratuitously 
confessing bis sins and revealing those of others, proclaiming his 
disgnce and avowing his repentance, in poetical circulars distributed 
bythe delinquent himself among his most intimate friends. There 
are no external testimonies of any description in favor of a personal 
application of the sonnets, while there are abundant difflcultiee aris- 
ing from the reception of such a theory. Among the latter is one 
deserving of special notice, for ils investigation will tend to remove 
the displeaaing interpretation ell but univereally given of two of the 
poems— those in which reference is supposed to be made to a bitter 
neling of peraonal degradation allowed by Shakspere to result from 
his connection with the st^a. Is it conceivable that a man who 
encouraged a sentiment of this nature, one which must have been 
Bocompanied with a distaste and contempt for his profession, would 
have remained an actor yean and years after any real necessity for 
ench a course had expired I . . . When, in addition to this volun- 
tary long continuance on the boards, we bear in mind the vivid in- 
terest in the stage, and in the purity o( the acted drama, which is 
eijiibited in the well-known dialogue in Hamlet, and that .the poet's 
last wishee included affectionate recollections of three of his fellow- 
players, it is difficult to believe that he could have nourished a real 
antipathy to his lower vocation. It is, on the contrary, to be in- 
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ferred that, however greatly be m&T have deplored Uie nnfortanate 
eBtiiiwtion in which the st^ was held by the immense mojorit; of 
his couDtirmeii, be himself entertained a love for it that was too 
■incete to be repi«ased bj coDtemporary disdain."

BooTCe* : Few of the plola of the plays were invented by Shak- 
■pere, posaibly none, though there are some for which no origin^ 
have been found. Many of the stories are very old, and had ap- 
peared in several versions and Isn^ages ; many were already famil- 
iar to English audiences of that dny. They were, for the most part, 
b«ld narrations of incidents, dull plays, or sira[de bdUdE. Under 
the name of each play will be found mention of the principal source 
or sources drawn upon. Below is given an alphabetical list of them 
nnder the names of authors, or, in casea where the author's name is 
not known of the novel, play, or story : 

AniosTO. The story of Ariodanto and Oenevra, from his " Or- 
lando Furioso," which was known in an English translation by Sir 
John Harington (1591), resembles that of Hero in M-ueh Ado about 
Jfolhing. The "Search lor the Island of Lampeduaa," from the 
same work, has a description of a storm at sea, which has been lik- 
ened to that in The Tempeil. 

" Bakliam and Josepbat," Is a middle-age Qreek romance of 
about A. D^ 600, in which appeared the story of the caskets {Mer- 
chant of Venice) for the fii^t time, so far as U known.

Chaucer, OBorFRRT. His "Troflns and CrraeTda" may have 
been referred to by Shakspere in writing his drama.

CiMTHio, QiRALDL His " Hecatommithi " has a story of a Moorish 
captain that seems to be a rereion of the one on which Olhelh is 
fonnded.

Di Porto Lcioi, published In ISS5 an Italian novel telling the 
■tory of Someo and Jidiel for the first time, so far as is known, 
and the story was retold by Bandello in 15U. 

" Pahodb ViCTORiKS ov Hkcrt v., thr, ooKTAinnra thb Hob- 
OUBABLB BiTTELL or AaiHCOTiBT," a play written between 1680 and 
1R88, fnmiBhed the outlines of the two parts of Henry IV. and 
SeniT/ V. 

FiOBRKTiHO, OiOTAMVi, or S. GioTAHNi, of Florence. The inci- 
dent of Uie bnok-basket in the Merry Wwee of Windeor is in his 
"H Pecorone," as well as the circumstanoe of taking the husband 
into oonfldenca.

QowiK, JoHx: Apollonimot Tyre, from his" ConfeseioAroaDtis," 
forms the basis of iVtofa*, in which Qower is introduced as the 
chorus.

** Patteme of Painefull Adrentuiea " (1076). 

Qkkknk, Robekt. His "Pandoetoi The Trinmph ot Time" 
(1588), afterward called " The History of Dorastus and Fawnia," fur- 
nished the material for A Winitr't TaU. Be is also the snppotied 
author of the old play " Taming ot a Shrew," In one of his woria 
he refers toShakspereaa*'an npstart crow beantifted with our feath- 
ers— in bis own ooncsft the only shake-scene In the oountry." 

Hall, Edward, an early luttoriao whoae chronicles were proba- 
tdy consulted. He wrote of the " Union of the two noble and lUna- 
tnte families of Loncastre and York " (1548).

HiQoiSB, John, author of " How Queen Cordila in dsepair slew 
beraelt, the year before Christ 800," printed in "The Mirror for 
Magistrates " (1567), and perhaps referred to for Kii^ Ltar.

He, howerer, was implicated in the rebellion of Perkin 
Warbeok,and was condemned, after a form of trial, and beheaded in 
the year 1495. 

Stanley, Thomas, Lord, eliaraoter in Richard III., where he is 
also called Derby, though he was not made Earl of Derby until after 
the battle of Bosworth. He married the Countess of Richmond, and 
was therefore stepfather of Henry VH. He was present when Hast- 
ings was seized, and narrowly escapfed death. He was sent to the 
Tower, but released through Richard, who suspected his loyalty, 
and kept bis son George as a hostage for his good faith while he sent 
him to levy soldiers. He raised the men, but did not bring them on 
the field until ^he last moment, when bis brother William's forces 
turned the victory to the side of Richmond. 

Stanley, George, son of the preceding, is spoken of in Richard 
in., %v. B, as being kept as surety for his father's good faith, " If 1 
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Nvolt, off goM yoimg Geoige'B head." He afterward beeeme Lord

He himself narrowly escaped with bis army, and passed 
the following night at a convent called Swineshead, where, as was 
thought, he felt such anguish of mind about his property which was 
swallowed up by the waters, that he was seized with a violent fever 
and became ill; his sickness was increased by his pernicious gluttony, 
for that night be surfeited himself with peaches and drinking new 
cider, which greatly increased and aggravated the fever in him. He 
however left that plaoe at early dawn, although in pain, and pro- 
ceeded to the castle of I^ort [Sleaford] to take up his quarters, and 
at this plaoe he was in such pain, that on the following day it was 
with ditQculty that he reached Newark on horseback ; there hla dis- 
ease gained ground, and he confessed himself and received the 
eucharist from the Ablwt of Croxton. , . . Beingthen asked by the 
abbot where he would wish to be buried in case he should die, he 
answered, * To God and St Wolstan I commend my body and soul.' 
After this, on the night next after St. Luke the Evangelist's day 
[October 19, 1210] he departed this life, having reigned eighteen 
yean and a half; his body was dressed in ropil roIieA and carried to 
Wocoeeter, and was there honourably buried in the cathedral church 
by the bishop of that place." Nothing now rpmains of the original 
abbey, which was founded in 1104.

the whole army of the enemy dispersed so that Christians shouM be 
OS obeap as biras. In a word, the thins did happen in the manner 
ae foretold; for, upon the 21st day of October, in the same year, 
there fell a continiul rain upon the land, and so furious a storm at 
BM, that one might have seen ships hoisted into the clouds and in 
one [nstant again precipitated into the bottom of the water ; inso- 
much that that same dreadful tempest was followed with the loss of 
fifteen galleys and above an hundred other vessels; which was the 
cause why tne Emperor, seeing his army wasted by the bad weather, 

Sunued b; a famine, oocaaioned b; wraak of his ships in wbich was 
le greater port of his victuals and ammunition, he was constrained 
to raise the siege, and set sail for Sicily, whither he retreated with 
the miserable reliques of his fleet. In the meantime, that witch 
being acknowledged the deliverer of Algier, was richly remunerated 
and the credit of berchamu authorized. . . ■ And hereupon those 
of Algier, to palliate the shame and the reproaches that are thrown 
upon them for making use of a witoh in the danger of this siege, do 
say that the loss of the torcee of Charles V. was caused by a prayer 
of one of their Haraboos, named Cidy Utioa, which was at that time 
in great ci«dit, not under the notion of a magician, but for a person 
of holy life. Afterwards, in remembrance of their success, they have 
erected unto him a small mosque without the Babeaon gat«, where 
he is buried, and in which they keep sundry lamps burning in honour 
of him ; nay, they sometimes repair thither to make their aala, for a 
testimony of greater veneration/ Can it bo doubted for a moment, 
that the dramatist had come fresh from reading some older narrative 
of this deliverance of Algier by awitch, and transferred the merit of 
the deed to his Sjrcorax, exchanging onlj[ the ' rich remuneration,' 
which did not suit his purpose, to the simple pardon of her lifel 
Ogilbj wrote in 1670 ; bnt the authorities to which he refers for his 
account ot Borfaair are Johaunee de Leo, or Africanus, Louis Marmol, 
Di^ de Haedo, Johannes Oramaye, Braeves, Cel.

The sources from which Shak- 
apere probably drew were Chaucer's " Troilus and Creselde ; " the 
** History of the Destruction of Troye," transUted from the FVencb 
of Raoiil le Pevro by Calton ; Chapman's translation ot Homer, and 
perba[>s Lydgate's " Troy Book.' The time is that of the Trojan 
war. In characterization, in dngle passages of beauty and wisdom, 
and in the working up of the details, this play is classed among the 
author's beitt; but it is lacking in unity of interest and in apparent 
design ; so much so that some critics, notably Schlegel, have held ita 
design to be a sort of ridicule of hero-worship, an ironical present- 
ment of the story of the siege of Troy, and Charles Lamb says : " Is 
it poaible that Shakspere should never have read Homer, in Chap- 
man's version, at least t If he had read it, could be mean to travtatj/ 
it in the parts of those big boobies^ Ajax and Achilles f ClysEes, 
Nestor, and Agamemaou are true to their parts in the ' Biad ; ' they 
are gentlemen, at least.

One Btor; is, that it was made and presented to 
the rojal family, in 1463, by one Jonas Fosbtooke, and that Edward 
IV., being much pleased with the carious (sarring, gave him a pen- 
sion for life. There is also a tradition that, years afterward, the bed 
was nsed on occasiona when the town was very fnll ; bat those who 
tried to sleep in it were kept awake by pinches, scrat^ihes, and other 
small persecutions, caused. It was sapposed, by the spirit of Jonas 
Fosbrooke, who resented the use of his favourite work, designed for 
royalty, by common people in a public inn.

The great 
earl was noted for his charity as well as for his ability and bravery, 
and the Emperor Sigismund spoke of htm as the "father of 
courtesy," His daughter Anne married Richard Neville, who is 
the Warwick of the next play. In >i. ^ of I, Henry VI, WarwIcK 
takes the white rose with Plantagenet, and prophesies that the quai» 
(el then begun between the roses shall send "a thousand souls to 
death and deadly night." 

Warwick, Ricbard Neville, Earl o^ "the king-maker," charao- 
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tor in the second and third parte of Henry VI., introdooed in tba 
first scene of each. He reoeived the title and estatee throo^^ Iiia 
wife, heiress of the Bewiohunp familj, and afterward, at the death 
of bis father, became Earl of Salisbory. He was on the side of York 
at fliBt, and was in the battles at St. Albans and Towton; but he 
was offended at the nuuriage of Edward to Ladj Ore^, when he waa 
O^otiating a manias with Bona of Savoj, IL Menry VI., Hi.

The former is commemorated by the figure of a horse on 
the side of a hill in Tjsoe, in the county of Warwick, called the Red 
Horse, from the colour of the soil, and on Palm-Sunday, the an- 
niTenary of Towton, the people of the place meet together and 
" Boour the horse," as it is called — clear away the Tegetatioo that 
has accumulated on the figure.

Tork, Edward Flantagenet, Dnke ot, character in Btnrfi F., 
first appears in iv. J, where he asks permission to lead the van at 
AgincouTt. He is the Aumerle of Richard II., whose part in the 
eonspiraoy to take the life of Emg Henry IV. is discovered Miv.t, 
He was restored to his father's title in 1406, and fought valiantly at 
AginooorL His death on the field is described in JSenry K, tti. & 
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Ha left no oblldno, and the title was given to hia iiq>hew, who >• 
ttie Dnke of fork in the three parts of Henry YL 

York, Bichard nutagenet, Ihika of (1410-1460), cboncter in 
the three parte of Benry VI. He was a son of the Earl of Cam- 
bridge, who WM execQtsd for a plot ag&inst Henry V^ L Henry VL, 
M. S. The son was relieved from the effects ot his father's attainder 
In 1425, and restored to his titles and inheritanoe, me. 1, and WB8 
afterward snooeesiVelr Constable of England, B«gent of France, *« 
1, and Lieutenant of Ireland. He flnt appears in «t. 4 ot tho first 
part, in a quarrel with Someiset ; and it was under cover of hostility 
to Somerset that he placed himself in opposition to the king. In v. 
• 5 of the flist part he captures Joan of Arc. He is introduced in the 
flist scenes of the other two parts. In the first scene of the second 
part, and again in m*. I, he declares in soliloquy his ambitioos de- 
aign& His pedigne is given, though not altogether correotly, in ti. 
t, and his title to the throne. In u. ^ he defies the king. In the 
Uiird part, first scons, Henry consents to make him heir to the 
throne that he has seized, if he will give it np to him (Henry) dur- 
ing his lifetime. He fell at the battle of Wakefield, and his hesd 
was set on the walls of York. In Ibe play, third part, t. A be is 
taken prisoner, and stabbed by Clifford and afterward by Queen 
Margaret, who baa put a paper crown on his bead. Of his four sons, 
Edmund, Duke of Rutland, was killed by CUfford, ///. Hmry YI., 
i, S, just before his father's death ; George, Duke ot Clarence, was 
murdered in the Tower ; and Edward and Richard reigned as Ed- 
ward IV, and Richard UL (j. «.). 

"The principal figure of the two pl&ys, Richard of York, is 
almost throughout deliueatod as if the nature of his more fearful 
son were preo^ured in him. Far-fetched policy and the cunning 
and dissimulation of a prudent and determined man are blended in 
him — not in the same degree, but in the same wparent oontradiction 
as in Richard — with firmness, with a hatred of flattery, with inaiality 
to oringe, and with bitter and genuine disooutent"— ^SEKvnais. 

Tork, Richard Flantagenet, Duke of, the younger of the two 
■ona ot King Edward IV., the two little princes who were imprisoned 
In the Tower and assassinated by order of their uncle, Richard lH. 
Although the weight of evidence goes to show that the princes were 
actually murdered, as in the play, many entertained doubts of it, 
and supposed that one or both of them eecaped. Hence the claim of 
Perkin Warbeck, in the reign of Henry VtL, to be Prince Richard, 
gained credence, and made bis imposture formidable.
